by Lieut.-Col. and Mrs. William 8. 
Dingley, who operate the Inter-Municipal 
Juvenile Foster Home at 1527 Cold Harbor 
Road. 

With more than 100 juveniles having 
passed through the home since Its estab- 
lUshment in May, 1947, Col, and Mra. Ding- 
ley are well qualified to explain to the lay- 
man what goes on in the mixed up little 
minds of the city’s so-called delinquent 
children. 

Grandparents themselves, the friendly 
couple gain the confidence of the children 
in a manner lauded by all city officials 
concerned with work among juveniles. 

Purpose of the home is to hold juveniles 
pending decision by the judge of the juve- 
nile court, Prior to establishment of the 
home, juveniles had to be housed in the 
city jail, a practice extremely unsuitable 
and deemed basically wrong by many. The 
home is financed by the City of Victoria, 
Saanich, Oak Bay and Bequimalt, and is 
operated by a committee headed by Ald. 
Mrs. Margaret D. Christie, Who Was instru- 
mental in creating the home. 

FITTED FOR WORK 

Col! Dingley was provost marshal for 
thia area during the war, and admits that 
there is some similarity In dealing with 
soldiers and juvenile délinquents. He said 
he used to wonder what made soldiers get 
into trouble, but now, having had close 
contact with Juvenile delinquents, he un- 
derstands a lot more 

A two-war veteran and a soldier most 
of his life, Col. Dirgley and his wife have 
traveled extensively, They impart a great 
deal of thelr knowledge to the Juveniles 
who pass through the home 

Far from being a “detention” home, the 
establishment is run on a “home” basis. 
Ool. and Mrs. Dingley go to great pains to 
make the children feel they are wanted, 
and that they are not in Jalil. 

“We have to make them realise they 
have committed an offencé, but at the 
same time we endeavor to make them be- 
lieve they are wanted,” stated Col, Dingiey. 
“We impress upon the delinquent child 
that he must change his outlook on life.” 

Youngest child to pass through the 
home waa a nine-year-old boy. Ratio of 
boys to girls entering is about three to one 

BETWEEN FRIENDS 


Col, Dingley, who \s holder of the OBE 
and D.C.M,, has several ways in which to 
“open up” the boys who enter the home. 
At. first, he said, a juvenile delinquent is 
quite reluctant to tell anything about him- 
self. So Col. and Mrs. Dingley refrain 
from asking direct questions and never let 
the child feel he 14 being interrogated. No 
interview is held when the delinquent Is 
brought to the home, 

‘The colonel usually takes the boys in 
tow and works with them in the garden 
of about the home. After talking about

everything in general; he said he asks a 
few indirect questions about the boy him- 
self. He doesn’t press, and just asks the 
odd question, but not enough to make the 
boy think he is prying. 

“Pretty soon it ie all coming out. Why 
he committed the offence, his home 
troubles and virtyally his life atory,” ac- 
cording to Col, Dingley, 

Mrs. Dingley has equal success with the 
girls when working around the kitchen. 

LOCKS RARELY USED 


Asked about locks, Col. Dingley scoffs. 
Very seldom, hé said, has he ever had to 
lock a delinquent in his room 

“Sure therg.are locks, but I don't like to 
use them." 

Two girls escaped from the home early 
evening. They went to a show and 
returned the same night, Two boys once 
left the home. One came back on his own 
volition, and the father of the second boy 
brought him back, All of the “escapes” 
have been in the daytime, and have con- 
sisted of merely walking Off the premises. 

An indication of the home's effective- 
ness Is the fact that Col, and Mrs, Dingley 
recelve numerous letter’ and personal 
calls from juveniles who have passed 
Whrough the home and are well oh theit 
way to being useful cltisens, This la due 
probably to the fact that the pair en- 
deavor to make the juveniles feel at Jome 
and “one of the children.” 

Th the case of one boy, he came back to 
tell Col, and Mrs, Dingley that he waa 
leaving town to get a Job in an Up-TIsland 
logging camp, They tell all they have 
been doing and usually ask a litte advice. 
Some come back to see if the colonel can 
use his influence to get them work. 

THE FRIENDLY TOUCH 

Mrs. Dingley takes cfedit for the follow- 
ing incident. It concerns two gifla and a 
boy, all who had passed through the home 
because of various offences, The boy was 
in the Industtial School for Christmas, 
and the girls came to Mrs, Dingley asking 
help in sending Kim a Christmas parcel: 
The boy wae the boy {tiend of one of the 
girle. 

Mrs, Dingley obtained all the gooda for 
the parce] and the girla had "the time of 
fieir lives” wrapping and mailing It. This 
is Just One example of the feelings of the 
juveniles who have experienced the 
warinth of the foster home, 

Numerous Christmas eards are recelVed 
By the Dingley's from, énildftén who have 
been in the home. One card last year 
came from Montreal Youngsters also 
come to visit Col, and Mrs, Dingley. 

“They always get something to eat and 
drink when they ¢ome 6 Visit,” says Mrs. 
Dingley. 

The term “detention home” ia veered

Distant Wave Forecasting 


Being Studied on Pacific 


new is being added to weather fore- 
caste in the form of predicting the 
sive and time of arrival of ocean waves. 

A group of University of California engi- 
neers, headed by Prof. Joe W. Johnson, is 
Making an éxtensive study of waves for 
the navy's burden of ships. 

Although fishermen, shippers and har- 
bor engineers now are given accurate local 
weather reports, they often have been 
crossed up by unpredicted waves gener- 
ated by atorms up to 5,000 miles away. The 
condition of the sea ahd surf often has ho 
conection with local weather conditions. 

WAVES CARRY FAR 

Johnson describes waves aa “packages of 
energy” built by wind. The velocity, dura- 
tlon and extent of the wind determines 
the speed, size and power of waves, Once 
started, a wave can carry ite power lindl- 
minished for thousands of miles, 

The theory of “wave forecasting” has 
been worked out by the University of Cali- 
fornia'’s Scrippa Inatitution of Oceano- 
gtaphy. ‘The system ls based on the com- 
plex relationship between wind ahd wave 
characteristics. 

The engineers used Abbotld Lagoon at 
Point Reyes, Cal., and Clear Lake to eon-

firm thelr theory. Now, with wind data 
from Weather maps and forecast grapha, 
the Berkeley engineersare able to predict 
the height, length and time of arrival of 
waves at many distant points. 
FORECASTS ACCURATE 

To make Wave forecasting more acour+ 
ate, they checked 971 forecasts over a 
nine-month period sgainst actual results 
recorded at Point Bur, Cal, Another 201 
forecasts dufting an eight«tnonth period 
were compared with records on inatru- 
ments af Hetela Héad, Ore, Johnson said 
the predictions turned out to be remark 
ably accurfate. 

Besides being @ valuable warning to ma- 
rine operators ahd an ald to planners of 
amphibious military operations, Johnson 
points out that the wave study ean be put 
to use ih any particular locality, Wave 
studies would be particularly valuable to 
persons designing shore structures and to 
trans-oceanic shipping and air routes, 

More wave recorders are being installed 
on the California and Washington coasts 
and at Guam, The Instruments are in- 
stalled 60 feet below the water surface and 
keep & eofiatant record of every variation 
Of the, sea, 


Modern Women Crooks Petty 
Compared toFormer Operators 


By HARRY HARRIS 


HILADELPHIA (NANA).—The glamor 
—if it ever had any—has gone out of 
crime. Women crooks, who used to 


be ingenious and daring, are now run-of- 
the-mill. That's the ‘belief of veteran 
steuths. 

Today, they report, women criminals are 
usually small-time operators—pickpockets, 
shoplifters, dishonest servants and sneak 
thieves. But not many years ago, women 
were pacesetters of crime. . 

Fortunately for the public, say these de- 
tectives—operatives of the Pinkerton De- 
tective Agency, which is currently cele- 
brating its 100th year—the really big-time 
fémale crooks of the gaslight era and the 
turn of the century appear to lack 1949 
counterparts, 

Why? What has happened to yester- 
year’s skirted scalawags? One detective 
offers this theory: “The dearth of major- 
league women crooks at present may be 
due to the fact that modern business offers 
women opportunities to direct their au- 
dacity toward socially worthwhile goals,” 


THEY'RE STILL AROUND 

But although they're not as daring and 
clever these days, women ofiminals have 
by no means vanished from the contem- 
porary scene. “Their participation, di- 
rectly or indirectly, in criminal activities, 
though not as extensive"as men's, ls none+ 
theless substantial,” says Robert A. Pink- 
erton, president of the famous sleuthing 
organization 

“Among prof@iéional criminals, the ratio 
of women to men is probably about one lo 
eight. As to skill, there is little to choose 
between the experienced female crook and 
her male counterpart. 

“Direct participation in crime by women 
oceurs most frequently in the flelds of 
shoplifting—in’ which they far oulhumber 
the men; also sheak thefts, cheque swin- 
dies, insurance frauds, confidence games 
and allied crimes, 

“Indirectly, of course, women are often 
responsible for crime because their de- 
manda for luxury or entertainment force 
men to break the law.” 

BIG-TIME EXPLOITS 

But in general, today's women malefac- 
tors cannot In ay way compare to their 
sisters of yesteryear, whose lurid exploits 
qualify many for inclusion in any hall of 
criminal fame, 

There was, for instance, Elisabeth Big« 
ley, Whose wholesale swindling caused the 
failure of three banks, 

Olalming that she was the illegitimate 
daughter of the steel tycoon, Bil#abeth 
persuaded the head of a bank in Obefiin, 
O,, to lend her $340,000 on the baéla of two 
fraudulent notes signed “Andrew Oar- 
hegie." 
© When a Massachisetts banker sued her 
for falling to repay a loan of $100,000, 
ereditors converged. Her flight to New 
York, where she was promptly atreated, 
Calised the fallure of the Oberlin Bank and 
Precipitated “runs” on two other banks, 
Casing theif fallure also, 

Imprisoned, Bilzabeth refused nourish- 
tment or medicine and Wasted away, Be- 
lieved penniless, she was saved from a 
paupef’s grave by her son, Subsequently, 
bank books came to lght showing sisable 
depoelts in Various banks, including more 


than.$300,000 in one account in Pittsburgh, 
The money was confiscated. 
CAREER OF CRIME 

Amelia Everts, daughter of a Philade!- 
phia policeman, has been called “the most 
notorious confidence woman of modern 
times.” Born in 1876, she worked briefly 
at a Frankford hosiery mill, but at 15 em- 
barked on a career of crime which in- 
cluded swindling and forgery 

In 1921 she bought a bungalow near 
Newfield, NJ, and became active in 
church work, coincidentally suggesting she 
had “inside” information on the stock 
market and offering to Invest for her 
neighbors, This scheme netted her more 
than $100,000. 

She staved off exposure for a while by 
showing @ $100,000 cheque signed "J. P. 
Morgan,” Briefly in custody in Philadel- 
phia, she was finally jailed in Newark in 
1941. After she was sent to state prison 
for an 8 to 12-year term, three womm 
prisonérs at the city jail complained she 
had stolen their jewelry by persuading 
them to let her wear it “just for luck.” 

Beatrice Desmond, alias, May Churchill, 
who pretended to be related to Winston 
Churchill and was popularly known as 
“The Queen of Crooks,” wound up a long 
career of robbery and blackmail as the 
operator of a Philadelphia disorderly 
house. 

PROFESSOR LOSES 


In New York in 1894, posing as “Lady 
May Avery,” an English noblewoman and 
close friend of Mark Twain, she extorted 
$200,000 from a wealthy Columbia Univer- 
sity professor. Later, in the role of a 
Salvation Army worker, complete with 
tambourine, she blackmailed a minister 
for 985,000, 

Tt was eatimated that her crimes netted 
her $2,000 a week, dissipated by luxurious 
living.

SAN DIEGO, Cal (UP\,—A Wisconsin 
scientist has developed a device that can 
make a continuous recording of blood 
pressure and al the same time serve as a 
lie detector 

So a fibber, even When he is under the 
influence of anesthesia, may not be safe 

The new device ls an automatic blood 
pressure recorder and was invented by Dr. 
Warren E. Gilson,/ assistant professor of 
medical electronics at the University of 
Wisconsin medical school. Previously, Dr 
Glison gained fame when he developed a 
“bullet finder” for treating wounded sol- 
diers 

His blood pressure recorder operates on 
the same principle as the manual appar 
atus, using an Inflatable cuff on the pa- 
tient’s arm. However, it was,explained, the 
rising and falling of the blood pressure as 
the heart contracts and relaxes Is recorded 
on a movie graph by a pen writer. A sec- 
ond pen writer is controlled by a stetho- 
phone, which picks up and records the in- 
tensity of the blood pressure sounds 

LESS DISCOMFORT 

“The automatic recorder minimizes pa- 
tient discomfort by sudden and automatic 
release of cuff pressure,”’ Dr. Gilson said 

He said also that it’s possible “to get an 
accurate and simultaneous record thal 
may be kept and studied.” 

“The machine,” he said, “cag be set to 
take readings every 30 seconds, 60 seconds, 
five minutes, 30 minutes or on the hour 
The doctor need not be in the room when 
the readings are taken 

“This aidsin keeping to a minimum the 
psychological reactions al] patients ex- 
hibit.” 

HELPS ANESTHETIST 

Me recalled that studies have shown 
blood pressures Jump when the doctor 
enters a hospital room 

He pointed out that the machine finds 
good use In the operating room by en- 
abling the anesthetist to keep a check 
on the patient's blood pressure and heart 
action without abandoning his other 
duties, 

Actually, the machine can be used to 
ehart respiration and can be rigged for use 
asa lie detector 

However, in the case of most patients 
@uch lie-detection techniques are not 
planned.

Work on an outdoor scale of the Fraser's 
lower reaches will be under way by Sum- 
mer, says Professor E. 5. Pretious, of 
U.B.C"s clyil engineering department, 


The project has been undertaken by the 
National Research Council-for the Federal 
Department of Public Works. U.B.C. will 
co-operate. 


The model will be an exact reproduction 
with real water—of the Fraser from New 
Westminster to the Strait of Georgia, tak- 
ing in both the main stream and the north 
arm. It will not be used for flood preven- 
tion research, but to obtain information 


to be used for 
channels 


improving havigationa!l 

As far as possible, matefials used will be 
the same as those in the Fraser's banks 
and bed. Tides at the mouth will be simu- 
lated by an elaborate machine. Varying 
the flow to match the seasons, researchers 
will study silting and erosion 


Exact scale of the model has not yet 
been decided upon, and Prof. Pretious de- 
¢clines to predict how long the project will 
take to complete 


A crew of men under John D. Lee, sup- 
erintendent of buildings and grounds, has

Building scale models is nothing new for 
Prof. Pretious, He planned the model of 
Hell's Gate on the Fraser, recently made 
at University of Washington for Interna- 
tional Fisheries Research Board. 


What Are 


ONDON:— To those who follow the 
fe twists and turns of Communist tac-

ing and fomenting strikes and slow-downs 

THE SAME PATTERN 

Throughout the world the pattern of 
Communist action Is the same; only in the 
depth of its coloration does it Vary. In 
China, a war involving millions: in Burma, 
where the Communists are in armed re- 
bellion; in Indonesia, where they made an 
atempt to overthrow the Republican Gov- 
ernment: and in Malaya, the color is red 
with seas of blood. There is less blood- 
shed in France and Italy, but in accord- 
ance with national temperaments, Com- 
munist-led strikes and demonstrations are 
accompanied by sabotage, violence, and 
fights with the police. qhe phiegmatic 
British worker has to be led more gradually 
to appreciate the beauty of the Great 
Design, so the hues are somewhat toned 
down, and, for the moment, human gore 
‘a not among the ingredients.

What looks to 
others like efforts to secure peaceful pros- 
perity by rehabilitating war-battered 
countries, are to the Communists moves 
connected with the establishing of bases 
for future anti-Soviet war, ‘ 

Undoubtedly, of course, anti-Commun- 
ism and fear of Soviet expansion have 
played their part in the putting across of 
the Marshall Plan. But more important 
ia the fact that it is an act of enlightened 
self-interest on the part of the United 
States. For one thing, prosperous Euro- 
pean markets are necessary to continued 
American prospertiy, The Communists, 
however,Tepresent it as being aimed exclu- 
sively at securing American domination 
over Western Europe for the purposes of 
a future anti-Soviet war, A parallel with 
Hitler's accusations of “encirclement” by 
Britain and France will occur to many. 

THE MARSHALL PLAN 

Zhdanov took the line at the Warsaw 
conference of the Cominform that the 
Communists must campaign for the “sov- 
ereign- independence” of their countries, 
threatened by America. And that the 
greatest danger to this “independence” in 
Europe was, of course, the Marshall Plan. 

Since a massive contribution to the plan 
by Britain is of vital importance to Its 
success, the Communist Party of Great 
Britain is assigned the task of keeping that 
contribution as small as possible. That 
this means wrecking production, reductng 
the walue of the worker's wages and 


threatening his ritions, does not worry the 
party that In 1940, when Britain chose to 
fight on “if necessarily alone” against the 
greatest military power in the world, held 
that the war was an imperialist adventure 
whose outcome was of little interest to the 
workers. 

Unofficial strikes are only one element, 
if perhaps at present the most important, 
in the Communist scheme. Another is the 
creation of the mob. There was a time 
when the-London mob played Its part in 
national affairs—when, for example, the 
Gordon rioters in 1780 pillaged Roman 
Catholic houses and chapels. But educa- 
tion and the vote destroyed the mob” The 
Englishman is a great believer in free 
Speech, in listening to what the other 
fellow has to say. To walk on the streets 
behind a banner is not his idea of political 
action; still lesa does he like the idéa of 
breaking up the other man’s meeting. 

MOB ATMOSPHERE 

There can be little sympathy among the 
masses of non-Communists here for Sir 
Oswald Mosley. Were it not for the Com- 
munist - inspired counter - demonstrations 
to his meetings hardly anybody would take 
any notice of him, The idea behind the 
counter-demonstrations has little to do 
with Moaley’s little band of neurotic anti- 
Semites, however; it is part of a deliberate 
program of building up a mob atmosphere. 
The frequent appearance in The Daily 
Worker of headlines Mike: “Workers Shout 
Down .. .” is another symptom. These 
spoftaneous outbursts of indignation at 
wicked warmongering, anti - workingclass 
utterances have always been carefully 
Planned well before the speaker opened 
his mouth, with the boo-leaders artfully 
Placed in the audience 

And then there is the "Peace" campaign. 
aimed as much at pacifist-inclined in~- 
tellectuals, students, and middle-class 
people as at the workers. The object is

the plugging of the idea that the United 
States is a menace to peace and that 
Conservative, Liberal and Labor leaders 
are all warmongers. 

It is certain that none of these parallel 
campaigns will win support of Communist 
aims by more than a small minority of 
British people. The party strength of the 
CP.GB. is supposed to number only one in 
1,000 of the country’s population, and if 
its influence Is wider and some of its most 
competent men are in key positions in the 
trade unions, It is still disliked by the mass 
of the people. 

But it should be remembered-that in no 
country where It was not running the 
elections itself has a Communist. Party 
ever secured a majority. Yet the Com- 
munists today rule a great area of the 


world's surface. The mora! I leave to the 
reader.

China ls a country of extremes and op- 
posites, and to fully understand what is 
taking place there it is necessary to under- 
stand at least something of these apparent 
contradictions 

The number five in Chinese ideology 
is the most significant number, and it ts 
also a number of extreme opposites, bad 
and good. Whether the number in any 
specific Instance is good or bad is always 
determined by contributing factors 

The fifth moon in the Chinese calendar 
is the Dragon moon. Now this fifth month 
is considered the most dangerous and the 
most difficult of the whole year, ‘but on 
the contrary the symboi of the dragon is 
one of the highest symbols of protection 
and good fortune 

At dawn on the “terrible. Fifth” the 
mothers of those precious g0ns carefully 
tle five different colored tiifeads round 
the wrists of the children. These threads 
symbolize the five noxious—insects, con- 
veyors of disease, and so often death in 
the terrific heat of the fifth month 
Exactly at noon these threads are cut off 
and thrown away and the mothers are 
quite happy and confident that in the 
“throwing away of evil” symbolized by the 
threads that they have absolutely pro- 
tected their sons against plague and all 
other misfortune, 

GOOD AND BAD 

Over and over again we come across 
this number five in Chinese folk lore and 
in their writings and records, but always 
with the polarization of opposites, the 
good and the bad. The Chinese calendar 
is divided into five seasons, there are the 
“five sneers” in rural idedlogy or the five 
destructive animals, the fox, the badger, 
the weasel, etc., and at. the opposite end 
we find tered all over China small 
shrines deWfrated to the spirit of foxes. 

The sending to Nanking ffom Shanghai 
some weeks ago five men to discuss peace 
terms with the Communist leaders was 
extremely significant. If this mission had 
failed these five would have quietly re- 
turned, and we should have heard no more 
about the matter for some time to come,

This be- 
enuse the youth of China is awake today 
to the vast advantages of the western 
world and a democratic way of life 

THE FUTURE CHINA 

Chinese I have talked with here in Can- 

, Ada and in San Francisco, Los Angeles 
and New York realise that their country 
must be opened up by a modern system of 
railways, by the building of good roads; 
that their vast and extremely rich and 
Practically unexplored natural resources 
must be developed; they know that the 
havoc wrought by plague and famine, by 
@rought and flood can and must be con- 
trolled by modern methods, and to this 
@nd they are for the most part ready and 
willing to weloome co-operation and help 
from the western world, but never again 
will China be & country which will will- 
ingly submit or endure the iron heel of the 
oppressor or thé commercial exploiter 
Today China is awake, and very wide

The Mount Stromlo Observatory 
Sends out a signal every 15 minutes, and 
has the world's longest continuous record 
of results. 


This preoccupation with the ionosphere 
is, of course, a natural result of the ob- 
servatory’s solar work; There seems to be 
no doubt that\the ionisation of the layer 
—hence its name—is affected by sun spots, 
and asa link in the chain of solar ob 
servatories which encircles the world, one 
of Stromlo's ordinary jobs ts to watch the 
sun-spot cycle which runs its course every 
Il years. The two lines of observation 
are complementary. 

And for this purpose, Stromlo has natur 
al advantages shared by hardly any othe: 
observatory in the world. It stands on a 
hill, 2,600 feet up in the southern table 
lands of Australia, under what is a tech- 
nically perfect sky. In 1047, there was a 
continuous spell of 14 absolutely clear days 
in succession, a phenomenal record tn the 
astronomical sense 

YOUNG DIRECTOR 

Any institution must take ita standin; 
from the man who runs it, and Stromlo's 
director, although still a young man (the 
Was born April 24, 1906, Tias an interna- 
tional reputation as an astrophysicist, 
specialist in the study of the physics of the 
heavens, Richard Wooley ts an English- 
man, son of a naval officer, who had part 
of his education in South Africa. After 
taking an M.Sc. at the University of Cape- 
town, he went to Cambridge the the 
Mathematical Tripos,.and later worked 
under Sir Arthur Eddington, who was pro- 
fessor of astronomy. 

When the new telescope is installed in 
five years’ time, Stromlo will be able to 
work on southern stars of less than the 
fifth magnitude, which have not been 
dealt with so far, Dr. Wooley also thinks

that he will conduct eresearch into the 
Magellanic Clouds, those starry condensa- 
tions that look like detached portions of 
the Milky Way. These have never been 
studied with a large instrument before. 
It will be the most up-to-date instru- 
ment in existence. On his way to the 
Zurich conference, Dr. Wooley called in 


and used the Pretoria 74-inch reflector, 
and made up his mind what he would 
have in the similar instrument he was to 
order in England. It will be completely 
automatic, with every movement, even 
down to the opening and closing of the 
shutter, controlled by a few small buttons 
on a desk.

Separate houses are the 
rule,and if you get more than a two-hour 
show, you're lucky. Tipa for the usher go 
without saying, and the intervals, if less 
frequent, are no less customary. 

In the smaller French towns, the opera- 
tor shuts off his light between reels and 
adjourna to the nearest cafe, and the audi- 
ence follows. A strident bell like an alarm 
clock rings in the foyer just before the 
program starts and restarts, and the audi- 
ence Miles back to see the next instaliment 
of the film 

SCREEN IN BERLIN 

If you were a Berliner, you couldn't go 
to the cinema if you wished, on weekdays, 
before 5 or 6 o'clock, and you wouldn’t be 
allowed to smoke anywhere inside. If you 
left during the performance you would 
be bad-mannered. You could laugh or cry 
as much as you like —Berlin folk are

- The Stamp 
Packet

If you will only look deep enough you 
wilt find romance in most things, and the 
humble postage stamp is by no. means an 
exception. There are stories of great in- 
terest, as full of action and human ele- 
ment as any you read of in fiction or ro- 
mance, which stamps can tell for them- 
selves. Little sidelights on stamps, which 
while they have nothing to do with the 
study of philately, stamp collectors can 
read from their albums, 


Do you know why the canal which links 
the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans, the Pan- 
ama, is In Panama? Your stamp album 
can give you the reason. There were two 
possible routes for the canal to take, one 
through Nicafagua and the other through 
Panama, and éach scheme had its sup- 
portera. One of the objections to the op- 
ponents of Nicaragua was that the area 
through which the canal must necessarily 
pass, was actively volcanic, which imputa- 
tion was strongly denied by the Nicara- 
guan Government, and it appeared that 
a deadlock had been reached, Nicaragua 
had, however, issued several postage 
stamps showing their volcanos in active 
eruption, and some of these were pur- 
chased by a supporter of the Panama 
scheme who immediately foresaw that be 
had a weapon in his hand. A copy of one 
of the stamps was immediately sent to 
each of the United States senators, the 
United States Senate being the battlefield 
where the issue would be decided, With 
@ach stamp he enclosed a note saying: 
“Postage stamps of the Republic of Nica- 
Tagua. An official witness to the volcanic 
activity of Nicaragua.” This immediately 
turned the scale in favor of the Panama 
route,

The Httle Republic of Latvia, on the 
shores of the Baltic, was established In 
1918, and a stamp isslie became impera- 
tive. Two stamps were issued, but the 
greatest difficulty was encountered in 
finding paper to print them on. The Ger- 
mans, however, had left a lot of military 
maps behind them when they left Latvia. 
These were better than nothing, so the 
maps were taken to the printing works 
and. the two stamps printed on the backs 
ef them in December, 1918. Complete 
sheets, showing the whole map are un- 
eommon today, but a few years ago they 
were plentiful; individual stamps are still 
quite plentiful and are only worth a few 
cents each. 

oe Le es a 

Late in 1911 a new series of stamps were 
issued in India, each bearing the portrait 
of the King-Emperor, George V. There 
are two stamps in this set which differ in 
design, but are both of the same denomin- 
ation, two and a half annas. If you ex- 
amine the portrait very closely, you will 
find that His Majesty is in Coronation 
robes over which are a number of orders. 
One of these, fittingly enough, is the Order 
of the Indian Empire, the badge of which 
is an elephant. It was the elephant that 
caused trouble. It is necessarily very small 
in the reproduction on the stamp and, 
without a lens, you could be excused for 
not recognizing it as an elephant. That”\ 
is what happened in India, The Hindus, 
thinking, no doubt, of the great Indian 
mutiny and the greased cartridges, imme- 
diately assumed that it was a pig, and 
therefore, a great affront to their religion. 
To us, it may seem a very childish matter, 
but with a very inflammable population, 
the Indian Government immediately saw 
the seriousness of the situation, and the 
stamp was withdrawn from circulation 
and replaced by another of similar value 
in 1913 which did not show the order.

Another occasion when the stamps had 
to be withdrawn because of @ religious ob- 
jection was in the Sudan in 1903. The 
first eimilar set showing an Arab mounted 
on a camel, bearing the mai) across the 
desert were issued in 1898. These were 
printed on paper bearing a quatrefoll de- 
vice as a Watermark. This watermark was 
the cause of the trouble, not the design of 
the stamp. The Mahommedans were very 
much incensed and refused to use the 
stamps. They claimed the watermark por- 
trayed the Sign of the Cross and that tn 
Mcking the stamps to affix them to letters 
they were being made to commit an act of 
adoration to the Cross, So stamps of sim- 
ilar design were lasued in 1902, but on new 
paper watermarked with the multiple 
crescents and stars, the sign of the Pro- 
phet, and the trouble was averted.

Common Diseases of Potatoes 


By E. R, BEWELL, M.5.A. 
HERE are a great many dise: 
"T wnien seriously affect the production 
of good potatoes. Probably the two 
which are of greatest concern at planting 
time are “Beab” and “Rhizoctonia,” 

Scab: Under this heading we have two 
species, “Common Scab” and "Powdery 
Scab.” The latter ls only found occasion- 
rally under favorable conditions of mois- 
ture and low sall temperature, and is of 
no economic importayce to the average 
gardener or grower, so will be omitted 
from further discussion. 

“Common Scab" is quite generally known 
and recognized -by most gardeners and 
growers, Conditions favoring the develop- 
ment of “Scab” also asaist in producing a 

{ potato of high quality, Le, a good mealy 
potato. The appearance of "Scab" is un- 
desirable, but ite greatest offence is the 
loss in peeling.

Sacred Trees 
In Victoria 


By W. NEWTON 
Plant Pathologist, Saanichten, ¥.1. 

The Mulberry is generally accepted as a 
Biblical tree, but it is very doubtful If it 
has any real right to be so accepted. The 
tree is seldom seen in Judea and ts com- 
paratively rare in Galilee, although very 
abundant in Syria and the mountains of 
Lebanon. There is no doubt, however, 
that the beauty of Mulberry has Jed to the 
worship of the tree as something sacred 
The legends suggest that the tree was ac- 
cepted as the symbol of Eternal Love. 

One story states, that Pyramus, who 
lived in Babylon, fell in love with Thisbe, 
a very beautiful virgin of that city. The 
attraction was mutual, but their parents 
forbade marriage, so the lovers regularly 
exchanged notes through a small crevice 
in the wall that separatedthe two houses 
They agreed to meet at a given time at the 
tomb of Ninus, which was overshadowed 
by a white mulberry tree outside the walls 
of Babylon. Unlike her modern counter- 
part, Thisbe was first there, but the un- 
looked for arrival of a lioness frightened 
her away, and as she fied.she dropped her 
veil. The ‘lioness mouthed the veil and 
left 1¢ covered with blood from a recent 
kill. The lover soon after arrived, and 
upon finding the veil covered with blood, 
he concluded that Thisbe had been torn 
to pleces and carried off by wild beasts. 
Desperate with grief he stabbed himself 
When Thisbe recovered from her fright 
she returned to the Mulberry tree, and 
there found her dying lover. The pledge 
of Eternal love was again exchanged and 
she fell upon the sword with which he had 
destroyed himself. The Mulberry tree was 
stained with the blood of the lovers and 
forever ‘afterwards bore fruit of a blood- 
red color, 

There are many beautiful mulberry 
trees around Victoria, but a few of thém 
tend to be a little lobsided and top heavy. 
Horticulturists claim that the natural 
beauty of Mulberry is usually enhanced by 
staking to support the trunk during the 
first few years of its growth, and by prun- 
Ing out a few of the uppermost branches 
to encourage 4 symmetrical development 
while the tree is small.

REDUCE INFECTION 


“Scab” develops in the soll where it b 
alkaline, j.e., has a high perventage of ca! 
cium or lime. It ls encouraged by apply- 
ing horse manure or chicken manure on 
the soll. Experiments have shown that by 
applying finely ground sulphur at the rate 
of 600 pounds per acre on sandy soil up to 
1,000 pounds per acre on clay soils, wil! 
gradually reduce the infection carried over 
in soll, Digging or ploughing in grass 
cu gs, compost, greenecrops or other 
forms of- humus will produce acid on de- 
caying, anything that produces acid helps 
to destroy the “scab” organism. It also 
has been found that by using acid ferti- 
lisers “Scab" is reduced in severity and 
kept under control. 

“Rhizoctonia” is found in practically al! 
soils In the northern temperate zone. 11 
can be found in new land as it lives on 
most native vegetation. The potato je an 
ideal host and when planted in infected 
solls “Rhizoctonia” will develop quite rap- 
idly. This disease prefers an acid soll, 
whereas “Scab” is more prevalent in an 
alkaline soil, and thus we are faced with 
the problem of keeping our soll as near 
the neutral: point as possible in order to 
control both of these diseases. : 

TREATING SEED 

“Rhizoctonia” is not generally as well 
known as “Scab.” It is easily recognized 
on the tuber, however. The small black 
specks or spots up to one-quarter inch in 
diameter are thought by most people to 
be bits of soll adhering to the tuber. These 
specks or lumps are attached to the skin 
and while they can be picked off with a 
knife or your fingernail, they will not 
wash off. Unless seed potatoes aré treated 
to kill these spores, hairlike feelers sent 


out will attack the new shoots and eat 
them off below the surface of the soll 
Often @ potato will have to make three or 
four attempts to get a shoot above ground 
Considerable damage often takes place in 
potato bins or sacks, especially-if there is 
a high humidity, as the spores will attack 
the new shoots as the tubers sprout, caus 
ing the sprout tips to turn almost black 
instead of a healthy white. 


If a plant ls attacked after being wei 
established, “Rhizoctonia” causes it to de- 
velop into a larger and more upright typr 
of plant, also more open. In many case: 
it will produce aerial tubers. Where in- 
fection is severe the disease will girdle the 
stem underground, cutting off any* con- 
nection with the roots. The plant will 
then send out a new root system and pro- 
duce a new set of tubers above the injury 
The potatoes are usually small, and mis- 
shaped when attacked by the fungus and 
the result ts only pig feed. Large tubers 
usually develop knobs and are unmarket- 
able 


SERIOUS DISEASE 


From an economic standpoint, “Rhizec 
tonia" is one of our most serious diseases 
if not the most serious. The spores can 
be killed By dipping in a good dip such as 
Semesan Bel, but this only kills the spores 
on the tubers, As there is some infection 
in many soils, especially acid solls, I con- 
sider it a better plan to plant seed free 
of the "Rhizoctonia”..spore; untreated, 
rather than infected seed that has been 
treated. Some control can be secured in 
cleaning up the soil by planting Fall rye 
or halry vetch as the spores will not attack 
these plants, and they weaken and die out 
if they cannot secure their food from suit- 
able planta. There are some chemicals 
that will clean up the soil, but the cost is 
prohibitive. Keeping land clean, Le., free 
of vegetation, for a Summer, has also been 
found to greatly reduce the amount of in- 
fection in the soil

Thinning Out, Final Pruning 


To Put Energy

RUNING is intended to put” the 
Prenerey of the rose plant into those 

branches and buds which can best 
use it, consequently, it includes two dis- 
tinct operations, the first of which is thin- 
ning out, and the second & the final 
pruning. 

Thinning out means completely remov- 
ing all dead and undesirable wood and the 
cutting out the old stubs around the base 
of the plant. Spray the entire plant and 
the ground beneath with a dormant 
strength Bordeaux; this will kill most of 
the black spot and rust spores which iay 
dormant all Winter in the soll and attack 
the plant as the season advances. This 
operation should be carried out around 
March 1 


Final pruning should start about the 
middle of the month if your garden Is 
located near salt water, the last week of 
the month if further inland. In the low 
areas, which get late frosts, the first or 
second week of April is early enough, be- 
cause the frost will damage the tender 


Cloche Gardening in March 


By L. F. STRUTT 

LOCHE gardeners, like others, have 

been unable to do much in the way 

of gardening during the past month, 
but the benefits of cloche protection have 
been most apparent. Snow, followed by 
alternate thaws and frosts, have left out- 
door plantings in an unhappy condition, 
yet under the cloches the crops appear 
little the worse and provide a striking 
contrast, 

This is the busiest month of the year 
for the cloche gardener. There are many 
seeds to be sown, the first being broad 
beans, unless a Fall sowing was made. 
Beetroot, Brussels sprouts, cauliflower, 
lettuce, peas, onions, radish, turnip will 
follow, and at the end of the month, If 
the weather is favorable, outdoor cucum~ 
bera and tomatoes. 

Cucumbers do better when not trana- 
planted, For the best results incorporate 
well-rotted mantre, or compost, in the top 
nine inches of soll, sow three seeds in a 
slight mound and allow the best plant to 
grow on, pinching out the unwanted ones. 
Space the mounds about 30 inches apart. 
Lantern cloches may be used here in the 
early stages and are ideal for this work, 
especially when your barn cloches are in 
tase finishing off the lettuce. Cucumbers, 
sown under lantern cloches in late March, 
require the large barn type by the end of 
April, and will fill these by May 24. The 
cloches may then be removed and used to 
cover cantaloupes. 

Tomato seed may be sown either im a 
seed bed or where the plants are to ma- 
ture. Temperatures.above 60 degrees F. 
are required for germination, so choose a 
sunny spot, remembering always that your

When the second pair of leaves 
have formed, pot into 4's or S’a in a rich 
soil, and grow on in a well lighted, airy 
position. For outaide planting choose a 
horth of east border protected from sun 
between 10 a.m. and 3 p.m, and be careful 
not to disturb the root system when trans- 
Planting. In the Pall all tubers should be 
dug, dried and stored in a dry, caol place 
at 40-50 degrees F, 


cloches cannot make heat, they can only 
trap it, For the latter reason it is also 
advisable to awalt a warm spell before 
seeding rather than work closely by the 
calendar, For the permanent planting, 
work 1f rotted manure, or compost, to a 
depth of 12 inches, and for the top two 
Inches use a mixture of good loam, coarse 
sand and moist agricultural peat, Just as 
you would when preparing a flat, Sow the 
seed one-quarter inch deep, several seeds 
to each hill, discarding the weaker plants 
later on. Make sure soll is sufficiently 
molst, cover with your lantern cloches. 
Plants may be protected by lantern cloches 
for about three weeks after germination, 
after which time the barn type will be 
needed because a sharp frost will damage 
the tender leaves if they are within one- 
half inch of the glass. Plants raised this 
way will not be as early as those started 
indoors with heat in January, However, 
you will have vigordus, hardy plants which 
have suffered no check from trans- 
Planting.

Hybrid teas: Hard pruning consists of 
cutting all branches to two or three eyes, 
or within two to three inches of the 
ground. This kind of pruning will give 


you fewer, but more perfect blooms. Hard 
pruning should be used only when H.T. 
toses are needed for exhibition purposes. 
Moderate pruning consists of keeping a 
few more canes and leaving five or six 
eyes, or cutting five to six inches above 
the ground.level. The tall varieties such 
as President Hoover, should be treated aa 
hybrid perpetuals Hybrid perpetuais, 
such as Hugh Dickson, George Dickson 
and Frau Kar! Druschki, should be pruned 
to six or seven inches for hard pruning 
and 12 to 18 inches for moderate. Stand- 
ard or tree roses should be treated the 
same an the bush roses of the same variety, 
taking care to keep the head rounded and 
well balanced, Polyanthas: Dwarf varie- 
tles need only thinning out and the light 
shortening of the remaining shoots. The 
more robust polyantha hybrid should be 
treated as a moderately pruned HP. Shrub 
and species (the wild roses) need only an 
annual thinning of canes and the shorten- 
ing of long shoots which are out of pro- 
portion with the rest ofthe plant. Climb- 
ing HLT. or large flowering climbers need 
little or no pruning and may be left to 
thelr natural habit. In course of time old 
stems may be removed, bit the best flow- 
ers areé.on laterals which grow from the 
older wood, so that it is not necessary to 
renew the plant continually from the base, 
a6 ta the case with many hardy climbers. 
When new canes are needed they nay be 
preserved, otherwise it is better to keep 
the_old wood and remove the new canes 
as they appear. Rambler type or Wichu- 
raiana hybrids, such as Dorothy Perkins, 
Excelsa and others, should be pruned 
shortly after blooming. Unlike the larger 
flowering H.T., the rambler produces good 
blooms only on shoots from last year’s 
canes. 

All pruning cuts ahould be made on the 
slant and just above the eye — the eye 
being at the high aide of the slant. The 
top eye of all pruned shoota should point 
in the direction the new shoot is to grow, 


“which is usually away from the centre of 


the plant since it. is desirable that the

Whether the home 
ig on a hill or in « valley, the pitch miist 
be sufficient to drain all water away from 
the foundation. 

USING WALL BOARD 

Q.—I would like to know some material 
other than tile that I can use to cover my 
bathroom wall. 

A-—If you want a tile effect, there are 
& number of good wallboards made in imi- 
tation.of tile that are attractive and sery- 
leeable. If you do not Insist on having 
thet appearance there are waterproof 
wallboards with plain surfaces that you 
can use. These can be painted. You 
should use at least one coat of high gloss 
enamel as a finish, Only the best grades 
of enamel and paint should be used as 
steam and hot water vapor ate very hard 
on these surfaces. 

Q—When wood siartsa to rot is there 
anything that can be done to check !t? 

A—The remaining wood can be saved by 
the complete removal of the rotted wood. 
Tf decay ts caused by dry rot, which is a 
fungus that will spread, the infected wood 
must be cut out completely and destroyed. 
When decay is caused by dampness, the 
wood that has rotted should be removed 
and replaced, and the new woodwork pro- 
tected from future dampness in order to 


prevent a recurrence of decay. When wood 
is affected by termites means must be 
taken to destroy their tunnels and to pre- 
vent them from reaching any moisture in 
the ground 

KITOHEN "ALCOVE 

Q.—I would like to build a dining alcove 
in my kitchen if I can afford the space. 
What is the least amount of space that 
can be used afid still allow for a conveni- 
ent alcove? 

A.—It depends on whether the table and 
chairs are to be portable or bullt in. In 
the former type dining alcove the mini- 
mum deairable size is 7 feet 6 inches 
square, In the second type an area 4 feet 
6 inches by 5 feet will suffice. 

Q—I want to lay a wooden floor over 
the concrete one in my basement. 

A—The concrete should be damp- 
proofed. Lay 2-inch by 4-inch wood sleep- 
6rs over concrete, 16 inches on centre, and 
nail wood floor to the sleepers. 

Q.—What information can you give me 
about the use of metal lath? 

A—Metal lath provides a durable base 
for plaster atid is especially desirable 
under stucco and waterproof surfacing in 
bathrooms. Metal lath is available in dif- 
ferent types and weights for various pur- 
poses. For use under stucco, metal lath 
may be either zinc-coated or galvanized 
and for interior work elther painted or 
galvanized. Ceilings and exterior work 
call for « heavier weight lath than side 
walls, 

When applying the lath, sheets should 
lap at least one inch on the aides and enda 
and be fastened on six or elght-inch cen- 
tres. If self-furring lath is not used, do 
not fasten the lath tight against the face 
of the framework to which it is attached, 
Instead, use a type of nail which will hold 
the lath one-quarter to three-eighths inch 
away so that the lath can be completely 
embedded in the plaster and afford good 
reinforcement. 


Garden Work for March

HE severe weather will possibly delay 

this program somewhat, but by the 

end of the month much of the usual 
work will have been accomplished. The 
following vegetables may be planted if 
your soil can be classified as “Hight”; 
Broad beans, beets, carrots, parsnips, pars- 
ley, peas, radish and spinach. Set out a 
few lettuce toward the end of the month 
and don't forget the alug bait around each 
plant, 

Rub the weak sh off the seed pita - 
toes and spread the tubers out in flats, 
Placing near a sunny window to encourage 
strong shoots, Everbearing and late fruit- 


easily cared for until Fall. Hardy annuals, 
such as calendulas, clarkia, sweet alyssum, 
Mignonette, may be planted.

Roderick Finlayson 
—The Mayor in 1878 


CENTURY ago, in Fort Victorias 

mess hall, which served as a church, 

a young Scotsman; Roderick’ Finiay- 
aon, a pioneer and a giant of this new 
land, took to himself a pretty bride, a shy 
slip of a girl, Sarah Work, daughter of 
Pioneer parents, an Irishman, John Work 
and his wife who was Josette Legace 

The linking of a Finlayson and a Work, 
In the historical annals of British Co- 
lumbia, was as if royalty had married 
into royalty. The: families contributed 
s0 much to British Columbia. They were 
powers in our history 

Rev. Robert Staines, the 
clergyman in the Fort, performed the 
ceremony in December, 1849, and the 
marriage licence may be seen today in th 
Provincial Archives. Sarah was the ae | 
ond daughter of John Work, but she was 
the first married. Jane, the eldest daugh- 
ter, Was married to Dr. Wm, F, Tolmie in 
the Fort the following February. And Su- 
zette, the youngest, became the first wife 
of Lieut,-Col.-E.-G. Prior, so that in the 
Work family was indeed a dynasty that 
gave of its bone and sinew and brain to 
this new world and helped built it 

CROSSED CONTINENT 

Finlayson was born in Scotland in 1818 
and when he was 16 he came to America 
to New York and later went to Montreal 
to Join the Hudson's Bay Company In 
1839 he crossed the continent to Fort Van- 
couver and the next year with James 
Douglas went in the Beaver to Sitka, re- 
maining in the north some years. In 1843 
he came with Douglas to found Fort Vic- 
toria and stayed hére as second in com- 
mand to Charles Ross. When ‘Ross died in 
1844 Finlayson took over and remained 
chief until Douglas himself returned from 
Fort Vancouver in 1849 to take over at this 
place. 

When Finlayson and Sarah Work mar 
ried they took up residence in the Fort 
Dr, J. 8. Helmcken, in his journal notes 
“Mrs. Finlayson was introduced to me by 
Dr, Benson at her residence. Having a 
‘sty’ on her eye, or something else, she 
would at first come forward, being bash 
ful and at the time but recenlty married 
The visit was a short one, Finlayson looked 
rather pallid, but was quiet and very 
agreeable, rubbing his hands slowly to- 
gether.” 

Though Sarah Finlayson had five girls 
and four boys of her own, she evidently 
made the time to lend a helping hand to 
her neighbors whenever she could. Dr. 
Helmcken, in 1855, wrote that his wife 
Cecelia was down with pneumonia, and 
while she was very sick a son was born 
and Cecella died. Dr. Helmcken wrote 
“Mrs. R. Finlayson kindly took charge of 
this poor little thing for a few days, but 
on returning home he died.” 

For years the Finlayson property ran 
from Douglas to Government Street, just 
about where Bay is today. The house was 
a large rambling place, with meadows and 
orchards and formal gardens, carriage 
houses and stables and barn for the cow. 
It was a great estate for small children 
and the Finlayson boys and girls lived way 
out in the country, though but a few min- 
utes from the centre of the small town 
When Finlayson built this home is un- 
known, but probably he started it in the 
late 50's.

MAYOR OF VICTORIA 

The next year Mr. Finlayson became 
mayor of Victoria and so the big Douglas 
Street house was the centre of much enter- 
taining and the city’s first lady was a well- 
liked and kind hostess. The mayor had 
his troubles in those days, too for he had 
to struggle with a $10,000 a year budget 
and it wasn't easy going, any more than 
it is today. 

The Finlaysons were prominent chureh 
people—in the first St. Jonn's Churen— 
the old iron church, which stood where the 
Hudson's Bay Company store is today. 
The Victoria Gazette of August 14, 1858, 
noted: “Church wardens—at+a vestry 
meeting held at Victoria Church on Wed- 
nesday evening last Augustus Pemberton 
and Roderick Finlayson were re-elected 
church wardens for the ensuing year.” 

In 1861 Finlayson paid a visit home to 
Seotland. The Colonist of October 3 said: 
“Returned—Hon. Roderick Finlayson, re- 
turned yesterday on the sloop Wild Duck 
Mr. Finlayson has been absent on a visit 
to England for several months past and 
returns to us in excellent health.” Of this 
visit he wrote in his journal: “In 1861 I got 
leave of absence fram the company to visit 
my parents and found them alive and well 
after an absence of 25 years, and the fol-

everything he could to protect the source 
The Colonist of April 25, 1861, had this to 
say: “The-~springs—yesterday Mr. J. J 
Cochrane, as agent for Mr. Finlayson, 
owner of the springs, notified the water 
carriers that they would be allowed no 
more water from that source, We are 
aware that a certain party has been en- 
deavoring for sometime back to lease this 
valuable property and the chances are that 
he has at last succeeded his purpose and 
that watermen will hereafter be forced to 
pay a good round sum for their supplies of 
the aquatic fluid.” 

This 
town and Mr 


caused tremendous worry in the 
Finlayson was roundly criti- 
cized, but two days later The Colonisp 
cleared him: “The water question—No fur- 
ther steps were taken yesterday by -Mr 
Cochrane towards dispossessing the water- 
men and through them the public of the 
property known as the springs. Our com- 
munity, which has been in an excited state 
over this matter for the past few days has 
now subsided into its wonted state of peace 
and quietness. The water carriers met. 
with no opposition at the springs yester- 
day and Adam's ale was dispensed in the 
same manner as formerly. The speculators 
are evidently preparing for another effort 
and it will require united aetion on the 
part of our citizens to checkmate their 
plans. It has not yet transpired who is 
the real owner of the springs. The prop- 
erty Is taxed on the assessor's lists as be- 
longing to the Hudson’s Bay Company, 
but it is well known that Mr. Finlayson was 
represented as having bought them from 
that corporation last Fall. It now appears 
Mr. Finlayson was used merely as a blind. 
The real purchaser,js not Mr. Finlayson, 
but we learn 4s an officer of the Créwn 
who has as yet failed to make himself 
known to the public. Every man, woman 
and child in Victoria, is interested in re- 
taining possession of the springs, and i 
they are permitted to pass into the hands 
of the geniuses who have turned their 
speculative eyes toward them it will be the 
fault of the people themselves.” 


“IN THE LEGISLATURE 

Mr. Finlayson was amember of the 
Legislative Council! of the Crown Colony 
of Vancouver and in 1866 he fell into the 
bad books of The Colonist, which May 3 of 
that year had this to say of him: “To come 
now to the philosophy of Mr. Roderick 
Finlayson. That gentleman saya it would 
be far better to do away with our repre- 
sentative institutions than have such as 
we have had—which means, of course, that 
it would be much better to have the ex- 


ecutive untrammeled in the raising and+ 


expanding of public revenue. Unfor- 
tunately, however, for Mr. Finlayson’s con- 
sistency; it is not many months since he 
was shouting as loud as the loudest against 
the heavy taxation of the country... It 
would really seem that some men lose their 
wits or at least thelr memories when they 
enter the halls of legislation.” 


Mr. Finlayson, quite naturally, was one 
of the leaders in the movement to have the 
capital of the newly-formed Colony of 
British Columbia moved to Victoria from 
New Westminster, In January, 1867, there 
was a meeting at the theatre in Victoria 
to demand that the capital come here 
Mayor W. J. Macdonald was in the chair, 
and on the platform with Finlayson sat 
Amor de Cosmos, Dr. J. 8. Helmcken, M. 
W. Tyrwhitt-Drake and A. Rocke Robert- 
son. The Colonist reported Mr. Finlayson's 
remarks. “Said that Victoria was the 
most eligible place for the location of the 
capital and that it would be a waste of 
money to erect buildings elsewhere now. 
When the Colony was more advanced the 
capital might be removed to some point in 
the Interior, but at present the require- 
ments of the Colony demanded that the 
seat of government should be here 
(cheers).” 

THE FIRST WEDDING 


Meanwhile, with her husband busy each 
day in town, Mrs, Finlayson was busy at 
home with her growing family and soon 
there were weddings to worry about and 
to plan. One came November 12 of 1879, as 
reported in The Colonist: “St. John's 
Church was the scene of a fashionable 
wedding last evening when Mr. J. C. Keith 
of the Bank of British Columbia led to the 
altar Miss Annie Jane Finlayson, second 
daughter of Roderick Finlayson, Esq., ex- 
mayor and formerly chief factor of the 
Hudson's Bay Company. The church was 
densely crowded, standing room being 
scarcely obtainable. The bride entered the 
sacred edifice leaning on the arm of her 
father and followed by her bridesmaids—

lace of the rarest pattern. Over the dress 
and train depended delicate wreaths of 
Jasmine. lily of the valley and orange blos- 
soms. The bride’s veil was exquisitely 
embroidered and gleamed with seed 
pearls of great beauty and value. The 
pattern was imported from Paris express- 
ly for this wedding by Mesdames Langley 


‘and Morison of this city, at which estab- 


lishment the dress was made and the veil 
embroidered, _The-bridesmaids were Miss 
Haller, Miss Sara Finlayson, Miss Letitia 
Finlayson, Miss Margaret Finlayson and 
Miss May Tolmie. Mrs. Finlayson wore a 
costly garnet velvet, trimmed with pale 
green. At the chance] mail the Rev. Mr. 
Jenns, rector of St. John’s, and the groom, 
whose best mam was Mr. Andrew Rit€hie, 
assisted by Mr. G. H. Burns, awaited the 
party.” 
DEATH ENDS CAREER 

Finlayson remained active to the end of 
his days, prominent in the growing city 
that was Victoria in the early 90's, when 
the sealing fleet boom was on. Each day 
he came into town to attend to his busi- 
ness and he grew wealthy. Suddenly he 
died and the whole town was deeply 
shocked. The Colonist of January 21, 
1892, announced: “Though an old man his 
appearance of sturdy health seemed to 
warrant a long lease of life and more espe- 
cially was the news very sudden as on 
Wednesday he had been seen in town 
looking as well as ever. Mr, Finlayson, 


after dinner Wednesday night, spent some 
hours in his dining-room with his wife and

family and just before his hour of retiring 
complained of a pain about the region of 
the heart. He walked slowly to his room 
and sitting down in an armchair, died al- 
most immediately. He was found lying 
back in the chair in a natural position, a 
few moments afterwards, cold and still. 
Dr, J. D. Helmcken, who was immediately 
sent for, arrived in a very few minutes

but was powerless to render assistance.” 

There was a big funeral a few days 
later, the paper reporting: “The B.C. 
Pioneer Society, of which Mr, Finlayson 
was one of the original members, turned 
out in full local strength, every member 
wearing that little silver medal on his 
breast indicative of the fact that he had 
been one of the tollers who had con- 
tributed to making life in British Columbia 
so pleasurable for late comers. At the 
family resi Douglas Street, old 
friends were afforded an opportunity of 
taking a last look at all that was mortal 
of one whom they esteemed and respected. 
The casket was of cast steel, mounted in 
gold and silver, and on the breast plate 
was the simple inscription, ‘Roderick Fin- 
layson, died January 20, 1892, aged 74 
years.” It was literally embedded in floral

tributes. The pallbearers were Hon. J. 8, 
Helmcken, Hon. J. H. Turner, Sir Matthew 
Begbie, A. W. Jones, W. Hamiey, C. W. R. 
Thompson, J. D. Pemberton, Capt. Lewis, 
A. Munro and B. W. Pearse. From St, 
John's Church the cortege proceeded along 
Douglas Street and up Humboldt; followed 
by a large number of carriages and hun- 
dreds of citizens of every class and creed 
and the hearse finally reached the ceme- 
tery where Roderick Finlayson was laid in 
the grave.” 

Mrs, Finlayson lived on in her Douglas 
Street home. She knew more sorrow, for 
in 1894 her eldest daughter Mary died, and 
the next year her eldest son John died in 
Quebec. But Mrs. Finlayson lived to a 
great age and died in 1906 and shortly 
after the old home was torn down to make 
way for industrial development and with it

There is fo self-suimMelent banitorium on 
Vancouver Island, but this ls a. dream that 
it is hoped will ome day come true, Mobile 
X-ray survey units, provided by the B.C, 
Tuberculosis Society (Christmas senis) 
cover the province. 

In theory, treatment in sanitorium is not 
free, but in practice only one to two per 
cent of patients are charged anything, 
and then only if their nancial status ts 
such that payment oan be Made without 
hardahip, 

ACCOMMODATION BHORT 

The population of British Columbia has 
feen 29 per cent without a proportionate 
inereage in beds, Adoofding to informa- 
tion from & leading doctor in the tuber- 
Culomla division at Victoria, there are about 
760 bede ih British Columbia. This 
amounts t© af average of 1.8 beds per 
death.

PREVENTION IS BEST 


More than ever today one néeds to re- 
member the old adage, “Prevention is 
better than cure.” As Boris Sokoloff in hia 
book, “The Civilized Diseases” (Howell 
Soskin, 1944) says, “More and more often 
it has become apparent that at some time 
almost every individual becomes Infected 
with the germ of tuberculosis, and then 
this infection subsides by itself and is 
spontaneously cured." 

If thie be the case, surely every right 
thinking person muat realize that if this 
dreadful germ catches us with our de- 
fences down, tuberculosis will continue to 
levy ite alarming tribute 

After conaldérable reading on the sub- 
ject, I have come to the conclusion that 
the prevention of tuberculoels is a social 
rather than a medical problem. Most 
cases result from contact with an- 
other case, but contaminated food or dust- 
filled air may bring Into your mouth and 
lungs @ living getfm, When the tuberéle 
baciilua comes th péntact with the body's 
defenders, the leucocytes wall off the 
invaders. 

If you ute in good health, well tested, 
And réceivé an adequate diet, the germ 
will die. However, ome germa may re- 


main.In a dormant state. This is called 
a “latent” form of the disease, And thls 
is where We May pause and give thanks 
for the Magnificent brain of a man named 
Wilhelm Konrad! Roentngen who discov 
ered X-rays in 1895. 

The general use of X-rays in diaghosing 
tubereulosia was adopted about 1916. 

Men devoted theif lives to educating the 
people, so that today there ts no such thing 
aa a hopeless case unless it be in the mind 
of the patient. 


LIFE AND HOPE 

I rethember reading of a case Where a 
mith 50, years old WIth one lung almost 
destroyed, the other iffected, atid with 
tuberclé lesions in the throat, was cured 
sufficiently to be able to work again. His 
Will t live and his falth In his doctor 
saved his life, 

Uniike many infections, the body is un- 
able to destroy the microbe in a short 
(ime. The tubercle bacillus Is protected 
by a wax-like substance. Montha of rest 
fire needed until the lesion js “calcified.” 

To illustrate how far we have come in 
controlling tuberculoeix, I quote a para- 
graph from the Sessional Papers, 1911, 
Doctor Fagan reporting: “The eonditions 
obs@fved If most of the dairy farms are 
coWshtda ovetcrowded, lii-ventilated and 
badly lighted. The water supply in many 
instances is too limited and of doubtful 


pufity, Cleanliness is a rarity, In many 
cases I have seen dirty milk after strain- 
Ing. In One case I came across six milk 
cans in which there were a number of dead 
files, and into which the fresh mk was 
being delivered, At every dairy I asked 
for certificates, Some owners said they 
had them, but could not find them. In 
ohly One instance did I se@ & certificate, 
This #tated the dairy Waa in accordance 
with regulations of the Provincial Board or 
Mealth, This particular dairy was one of 
the diftieat I have seen.”

Maori Community Pledge 
Puts Ban‘on Pastimes 


HANGAREI, N.Z. (CP) A 
W strange new Maori cult tis 
thriving in a remote corner 


of the Bay of Islands in the far 
north of New Zealand, 


In an unproductive scrub-covered 
wilderness ten miles from the near- 
est township, 300 Maoris have set 
up a communal! religious settlement 
which aims at eliminating vice and 
encouraging the virtues. 


Maoris who become members of 
the settlement must pledge them- 
selves td refrain from gambling, 
swearing, drinking, fighting, play- 
ing football or going to cinemas 
Smoking and dancing are allowed, 
but the pursuits banned represent 
a truly remarkable list for the 
Maori people, including as they do 
several of the modern Maori's fav- 
orite pastimes. 


The sect, formally known as the 
Absolute Maori Established Church 
of Aotearoa, Waipounama and 
Wharekauri, was established only 
two years ago, but alreddy it has 


tmaade remarkable progress, It was 
Started by a religious leader, Ra- 
pana, who broke away from a Maori 
sect, the Ratana Church, and at- 
tracted adherents from many parts 
of New Zealard as well as the Far 
North ‘ 

Already a large area has been 
laid down in crops which are 
worked on a communal basis. At 
first the people lived in ramshackle 
palm leaf huts, but these are being 
replaced with cottages, A central 
block housing the church, a recrea- 
tion hall, dining-rooms and kitch- 
ens has been built up by the com- 
munity and a park laid out 
around it. 

The sect has established branch 
churches in four other settlements 
in the north and seems likely to 
Spread further. After two years of 
voluntary living according to the 
rules, the Maoris seem happy and 
enthusiastic about their new way 
of life. They.are—conyinced that 
the movement will grow to embrace 
a large proportion of the race.

An Alarm Bell 
Insidé Watch 


LONDON.—A discovery that will 
be of great benefit to a large num- 
ber of people has been made be- 
cause a watchmaker heard a cricket 
chirruping as he walked in the 
mountains of Switzerland, If such 
a tiny insect could make a sound 
clearly audible from a distance of 
a dozen yards why, he thought, 
could he not make an alarm bell 
that was small enough to go in a 
wrist watch but yet noisy enough to 
wake a sleeper? The. upshot of his 
mountain walk was an alarm me- 
chanism that works on the princible 
of the cricket's chirrup, The cricket 
makes his distinct and penetrating 
noise by rubbing the file-like edge 
of one wing against the other; the 
watchmaker produced the same 
effect by setting a light hammer 
to vibrate against a thin metal 
diaphragm. The result is that now, 
in a case no bigger than that con- 
taining an ordinary wrist watch, 
lies both the mechanism and the 
alarm bell. 


India Interested

NEW DELHI (CP).—Samples of 
water from 23 different mineral 
springs in Bihar have been exam- 
ined and geological experts say that 
some closely resemble well-known 
European and American medicinal, 
table and spa waters in mineral 
composition and radioactive prop- 
erties. 

The Géological Survey of India 
bottled some sultable types of 
spring waters for tests by the public,

Bristol’s Theatre Royal 
Continuous Since 1766 


near the docks in this West 
Country seaport of Bristol, 
lies the oldest building in Britain 
with a continuous existence as & 
theatre. It is the Theatre Royal, 
which was opened in 1766, and ex- 
cept for a few years'during the war 
has been open ever since. -When 
the Royal was built King Street was 
part of fashionable Bristol; now it 
is a business area and the theatre 
is surrounded by warehouses 
Th Royal ts a tiny place that 
seats only 650 people. It has been 
little changed since it was bullt and 
much of the old stage mechanism Is 
still” extant, including the old 
“thunder run" in the roof, down 
which 30-pound cannon balls were 
rolled to simulate thunder. The 
theatre was built by Bristol citizens; 
48 subscribed £50 each and another 
£2,400 yas provided by various well- 
wishers of the drama, There was 
very great opposition from the 
Quaker element in Bristol, which 
considered that the erection of a 
Playhouse would demoralize the 
town but despite thelr protests the 
Royal was opened in 1766 with a 
prologue specially written for the 
occasion by the famous actor, David 
Garrick

Has Shortage of ‘Workers 


ONDON (CP) Britain's ab- 

L, beys, palaces and country 

homes may fall in decay, with 

n¢ stone buildings bullt to 

replace them,.unless more masons 
can be trained. 

A works ministry report on “Re- 
crultment of Masons” points up the 
danger, 

Uniess the rate of recruitment of 
masons can be raised, the stone 
industry will cease to exist in many 
areas, Quarries will be forced to 
close due to lack of demand for 
stone and the ancient British craft 
of stone-working may disappear. 

The report said that if the craft 
does not attract enough apprentices, 
new buildings will be impossible and 
repairs to church, public and other 
stone buildings will be delayed.

Report on Air Hygiene 
Suggest Spray in Office 


ONDON (CP).—Present stand- 
ie ards are so low that almost 

any attempt at air peaesieN 
tion would be an improvement, 
says an experts’ report entitled 
“Studies in Air Hygiene.” 

"In large offices good ventilation, 
good lighting and dust control are 
worthwhile as permanent meas- 
ures,” the repert concludes, “Air 
disinfection by chemicals or ultra- 
violet radiation is worth adding 
when an epidemic is prevalent.” 

Sodium hypochlorite is suggested 
as an efficient liquid spray. Dr. D. 
B. Bourdillon, who directed the sur- 
vey, says a large typieg office 
should have one spray for every ten 
workers, and it should be used every 
half hour, 

He notes that hand sprays are 
frequently used with unsuitable 
liquids, including formalydehyde 
which “is useless or dangerous, 
since it is only effective in concen- 
trations which are highly irritant 
to the human respiratory tract.” 

The experts noted “alarming out- 
breaks” # pulmonary tuberculosis 
in the Royal Navy due to over- 
crowding. One recommendation 
was that vacuum cleaners be used

Agstraban Shark Menace

S can shark repellent, a war- 
time discovery, needs to be 

five to ten times more powerful to 
protect Australia’s menaced surf 
beaches, Professor F. 8. Cotton, of 
Sydney University, has found. 

Commenting qn this Summer's 
grim shark fatalities on the Aus- 
tralian beaches, to which thousands 
flock each week-end, Cotton said he 
had abandoned experiments with 
American shark repellent because 
its effective radius was limited to 20 
feet. 
_ “It is therefore too costly to use 
on a commercial scale. Something 
five to ten times as powerful is 
needed,” he said 

The repellent was issued to war- 
time airmen who might be forced 
into the sea
